Joseph saw that Mary was to 
have a child and was ashamed of 
her and wanted to put her away 
privately, not knowing this was a 
miracle of God.

Jesus Christ Was Not Begotten 
By Joseph 

As you read the first chapter of 
Matthew from verses 1 to 16, you 
will notice that it reads that so 
and so begat so and so right on 
down to the sixteenth verse. But 
when we get to the eighteenth 
verse everything changes. The 
word “begat” is missing because 
this birth speaks of Christ’s birth. 
He.wags not begotten by Joseph. 


In verse 18 we read that the 
birth of Jesus Christ was “on this 
wise.’ That is, it was different 
from your birth and mine. We were 
shapen in iniquity and conceived 
in sin (Psa. 51:5). But here the 
Spirit of God says, “on this wise,” 
different from any human birth. 


Notice what the verse says, “Be- 
fore they came together she was 
found with child of the Holy Ghost” 
(Matt. 1:18). Christ was before 
Joseph and Mary knew each other 
in the flesh as husband and wife. 


Joseph Did Not Know Mary in the 


Flesh Until After Christ's Birth 


“And Joseph knew her not until 
after she had brought forth her 
first-born son” (Matt. 1:25). No- 
tice the words “until after’ — 
not before — Christ was born. 


Why not believe God? Why not 
accept Mary’s and Joseph’s testi- 
mony? No one but Christ was ever 
born like this. He was both God 
and Man. 


The Virgin Birth Cannot Be Ex- 
plained But it Can Be Believed 


There are many things in this 
world we cannot explain or under- 
stand, but we can, and do, believe 
them. For instance, can you ex- 
plain 

1. How a brown cow can eat 
green grass and give white milk 
and yellow butter? 

2. Can you explain life? Shouid 
you kill yourself because you can- 
not explain it? 

3. Should you walk in darkness 
because you do not know what 
light is? 

4. Can you explain how a man 
can eat bread and that some of 
that bread will turn to bone, hair, 
flesh, blood, etc? 

5. Can you explain what radio 
is?

Virgin Birth 

We cannot explain the Virgin 
Birth because great is the mystery 
of Godliness. God’s mystery of 
Christ coming in the flesh is so 
great that our small minds can- 
not explain it. It’s too great to ex- 
plain. Thank God I believe in the 
Virgin Birth even though I can- 
not explain it. No more than I can 
explain God away. 


Reasons Why Joseph Could Not 


Be the Father of Christ 


1. The Conception took place 
while Mary was yet a virgin (Luke 
1:26, 27; Matt. 1:18). 

2. Mary did not know or under- 
stand how she was to be with child 
when she knew not a man (Luke 
1:34). 

3: Joseph did not understand 
why Mary was with child. He 
knew that he did not know Mary 
in the flesh. He knew that Mary 
did not know him in the flesh 
(Matt. 1:25). 

4. The angel told Mary the child 


would be called the Son of the 


THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


Highest (Luke 1:32). Son of the 
Highest — not son of Joseph. This 
Son was to come from on high. 


5. The angel said that God would 
give Him the throne of His Fa- 
ther David (Luke 1:32). His father 
David — not His father Joseph; 
the throne of David — not the 
throne of Joseph. 


6. Christ was the seed of the 
woman (Gen. 2:15), and not from 
the seed of Joseph; then he was 
not Joseph’s son. Christ was from 
the seed of the woman alone. 


7. God sent His Son (Rom. 8:3). 
God gave His Son (John 3;16; I 
Cor. 9:15). It says here that God 
gave Christ and sent Christ. Jo- 
seph did not give nor send Christ. 

Christ is the image of the in- 
visible God (Col. 1:15). Christ was 
the image of God and not the im- 
age of Joseph. 

9. Christ is the brightness of 
God’s glory (Heb. 1:3). When did 
Joseph ever show any glory? 
Christ did at the Mount of Trans- 
figuration; and Paul saw some of 
Christ’s glory and said he saw a 
light brighter than the noonday 
sun. 

10. Christ was the express image 
of God’s person (Heb. 1:3). How 
could Joseph be His father? 

11. Christ was without an earth- 
ly father and mother (Heb. 7:3). 
He was God’s Son (Prov. 30:4). 

12. Joseph’s ancestor was Je- 
choniah through Solomon, the son 
of David. God declared Jechoniah 
called Coniah should not have chil- 
dren to inherit the throne of David 
(Jer. 22:28-30). If Christ was the 
son of Joseph he could never sit on 
David’s throne because Joseph 
came from the line or seed that 
could not sit on David's throne.

The Blood Secures: 
The Word Assures 


Evangelistic services were held 
in the north of Ireland, in a barn 
that was kindly lent by Mr. L——., 
a well-to-do religious farmer. He 
was a regular attendant at the 
meetings, and as the work went on 
and men and women confessed the 
Lord Jesus as their Saviour, Mr. 
L——— became more and more in- 
terested. Again and again he was 
spoken to personally about his 
soul’s salvation, for, though a “re- 
ligious” man, he did not profess to 
be “born again.” 

“I wish I could see it,”’ he said, 
“for though I am persuaded that 
salvation by faith is Scriptural, it’s 
all a mystery to me.” 

One night the preacher spoke on 
the twelfth chapter of Exodus, 
dwelling first on the judgment of 
God on the unbelieving, of which 
the judgment of the first-born in 
Egypt is but a type. The three fol- 
lowing passages were grouped to- 
gether: “He that believeth not the 
Son shall not see life, but the wrath 
of God abideth on him” (John 3: 
36; “He that believeth not is con- 
demned already, because he hath 
not believed in the name of the only 
begotten Son of God” (John 3:18); 
“He that believeth not shall be 
damned’ (Mark 16:16). 

From these Scriptures he showed 
that unbelief was the crowning sin 
—that it was through unbelief 
that men and women were kept in 
darkness and condemnation, and in 
consequence of which they must 
eventually be damned. 

For the first time in his life Mr. 
L—— woke up to the realization 
of the terrible fact that he stood 
convicted by God as an unbeliever, 
and that sooner or later, if he were 
not “converted,” he would be eter- 
nally lost. 

The evangelist, having dwelt on 
the sinner’s guilt and danger spoke 
of God’s way of saving the first- 
born of Israel. Turning to the 
New Testament, he showed that 
sinners were now sheltered from 
God’s righteous judgment against 
sin by hiding in Christ, the “Rock 
of Ages.” Then he pointed out that 
while the sprinkled blood on the 
lintels and doorposts secured the 
safety of Israel’s first-born from 
the death-stroke of the destroy- 
ing angel, the word of Jehovah — 
“when I see the blood I will pass 
over you” — afforded assurance of 
safety. By the “precious blood of 
Christ” the sinner is saved from

sins in His own blood (Rev. 1:5).

As the servant of Christ ex- 
plained and expounded these pre- 
cious facts, the light of the glo- 
rious Gospel of God entered Mr. 
L——’s soul. “Oh, I see!” he said 
to himself; “It’s the blood that se- 
cures and the Word that assures.” 
Then he believed that the Lord 
Jesus died for him and bore sin’s 
penalty, and he had the Word of 
God for it that he was “converted,” 
“saved,” and “justified.” 

Some time after this the evan- 
gelist stood by Mr. L——’s death- 
bed. “Now that you are about to 
pass into eternity,”’ he said, “tell 
me on what you are resting.”’ 

“I’m going into eternity resting 
on the blood of the Lamb of God 
and upon the Word of God.” 

Now, reader, can you say that 
you are resting for security of sal- 
vation upon the shed blood of the 
Lamb of God? /If you cannot say 
this, it matters‘not what may be 
your religious profession or to 
whatever amount of works or feel- 
ings you may be able to point, there 
is great reason to fear that you 
have never yet been saved. This 
is the decisive question for you to 
answer: Are you trusting in the 
blood? Oh, dear friend, let me ex- 
hort you, as you love your own 
soul, and do not wish to suffer the 
torments of hell forever, never do 


tainty, I am trusting in the blood. 

Let not Satan persuade you that 
because you are a professor — a 
church member — that you there- 
fore need not be much concerned 
about deciding this matter. Thou- 
sands of “church members” are go- 
ing down to Hell because they trust 
something else rather than the 
blood; then see to it that you stop 
not short of this. 

All who trust are perfectly se- 
cure from the judgment which 
awaits the wicked; it is the blood 
which makes them so. And as to 
the assurance of this fact, it is not 
their feelings, work or obedience 
which gives it, but it is simply the 
Word of God. Christ says, “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, he that be- 
lieveth on me HATH everlasting 
life,” (John 5:24). So for the one 
who is trusting the blood ever to 
doubt his being saved for all eter- 
nity is just simply to disbelieve the 
Word of Him who has saved him. 
Such unbelief is indeed the great- 
est of all presumption, “Forasmuch 
as ye know that ye were not re- 
deemed with corruptible things, as 
silver and gold ... but with the 
precious blood of Christ” (1 Pet.
